Admiral Kempff Informs Officials 


at Washington He Knows 


Nothing of Ministers. 


GRAVEST FEARS ENTERTAINED 


WASHINGTON. June 29.—The navy department this morninq 


received the following cablegram from Admiral Kempff: 


"Che-Foo, June 29.—Secretary of the Navy. Washington: 


Pekin relief expedition now in Tetn-Tsin. with 200 sick and 
wounded. Ministers and Pekin party not with them. No news 
from them. 
Kempff." 


The department also was advised that Admiral Remy, on the

dated at Che Too today warrants the 
•apposition that telegraphic commu- 
nication has been restored between 
that point and Taku. where the for- 
eign fleet lie*. 


There is, however, a possibility 


that the admiral could get a dis- 
patch across from Taku to Che Foo 
on the same date by pushing the 
Torktown. which has been used as a 
despatch boat. 


Admiral Kempff's news has added 


to the depression in official quarters. 


Admiral Remy 
is pushing the 


Brooklyn with all despatch toward 
Taku and he cables that he will sail 
front Hong Kong northward tomor- 
row. 


His miln care will be to arrive at 


Taku with full coal bunkers, thus 
making sure that the Brooklyn will 
be ready for any service required 
when she reaches that point. Hence 
his announced purpose to stop at 
Nagasaki. Japan, 
The stop there 


also will enable the navy der'.irtment 
to change his orders by direct cable 
communication in case the conditions 
change during the Brooklyn's five 
days' run to Nngataki. so as to make 
it necessary ta do so. 


This port is scarcely out of the 


route between Hong Kong and Taku, 
so there will practically lie no loss of 
time involved in entering Nagasaki. 


No news from any of the Ameri- 


can state department officers in China 
was received over night. 


Secretary Ray. who has been se- 


verely taxed by the exhausting la- 
bors thrown upon him during the 
present heated spell, was indisposed 
today and remained at his home, 
while Assistant Secretary Hill looked 
after the routine 
business of the 


state department. 


A CHINESE REPORT. 


Paris. June 20. 3 p. m.- The min- 


ister of foreign affairs, M. Delcasse, 
informed the cabinet council today 
that the viceroy of Yun.\n.h»d tele- 
graphed that M. Francois, the French 
consul, and his 
party, who 
left 


Hunana-Sen June 24, had reached 
Tong Hai, half 
way to Tonquin, 


June 27, safely. 


The viceroy, it was further an- 


nounced, had raused the ring lead- 
ers of the mob which attacked the 
Francois party June 7 to be beheaded. 


The French government. M. Del- 


caise said, was In receipt of a cable 
despatch spying the viceroys of Nan- 
kin and 
Hankow guaianteed the 


safety of foreigners in the central 
and southern provinces, where order, 
it Is asserted, has thus far been un- 
disturbed. 


Later it was announced that the 


Chines* legation here has communi- 
cated to the French government the 
text of a document cabled by the 
viceroys of Nankin and Honkow June 
27, which is an agreement between 
the viceroys 
and 
the consuls at 


Shanghai whereby, subject to certain 
conditions, the viceroys undertake to 
protect the missionaries and foreign 
merchant! in south and east China. 
The document, which was sent for 
ratification by M. Dtlcass*. coniiits 
of Bin* article*. 


fact that a large international force is 
on its way to Pekin Is taken in Lon 
don to mean that the commander* *1 
Taku and Tien Tsin consider that the 
situation at the capital stands 
in 


need of relief, so. it is expected, sup 
porting the hope that the legations 
have been kept in safety there. But 
it is impossible to deduce a catisfac 
tory conclusion from the absolutely 
antagonistic telegrams, the most con- 
trjdictoiy of which Appear to eman 
ate from th* same source, the viceroy 
of Nankin. 
The viceroy's strange 


report that the ministers were ar- 
ranging peace terms remains unex- 
plained. 


The general tenor of the news is re- 


garded as showing thnt the foment 
may be cooling and that the Chinese 
government is possibly preparing to 
disavow the promote)s of the out- 
break. 


Hong Kong reports that the viceroy 


of Kwang-Si province has called out 
the militia for service 
in case of 


emergency. The householders are be- 
ing compelled to pay for the cost of 
the mobilization. 


According to a dispatch from Yoko- 


hama divided opinions were express- 
ed at yesterday's meeting of the Jap- 
anese cabinet.
